Good quality seed grain is likely 
io be Jess plentiful this year than 
for some time. Second growth, 
weeds, hail and frost may seriously 
affect’ the supply. The percentage 
of wild oats may be higher than 
usual and many farmers will find 
their threshed grain of lower qua- 
lity than is desirable for seed, In 
most districts, however, there will 
be some high quality grain, and 
a word now to the owner may re- 
sult in purchase with a minimum 
cxpense and worry. The best grain 
is usually the first to go and un- 
less those who need seed arrange 
to fill their requirements early, the 
good grain may be shipped before 
they have a chance to buy. 
Beware of Weeds When Buying 

Freedom from weeds is just as 
desirable as high quality seed. The

grain is shipped out of the country.
